which they teach, and leave over 
week-ends. Too often, he said, the 
board is to blame because it does 
not provide proper boarding and 
lodging 
houses for teachers they 


elect.

He then stressed the subject of 
buying books for schools. 
He ad­ 
vised members of school boards not 
to take it upon themselves to pur­ 
chase text books, but to permit the 
teacher, the principal and the coun­ 
ty superintendent to assist with the 
selection*. 
The speaker also criticized teach­ 
ers who live out of the district in 
which they teach, and leave over 
week-ends 
Too often, he said, the 
board is to blame because it does 
not provide proper boarding 
lodging houses for teachers 
elect. 
Tragedy of Errors 
In his address. "The Tragedy of 
Errors,” Dr Myers stated that a 
mistake corrected does not always 
remain corrected because ol emo­ 
tional disturbances. 
Associations 
once made are likely to repeat 
themselves in exactly the same way, 
lie said 
The best way to correct 
an error is to help the child repeat 
the correct form without the pupil 
knowing that he did it,” Dr. Myers 
said. In examinations he strongly 
advised teachers 
to

pupils leave blank spaces, rather 
than insert an incorrect answer 
The last speaker of the afternoon

Everybody likes to succeed in 
some thing and Ukes to be reminded 
that he is succeeding 
Wf have in 
our schools both the bright and the 
slow child. 
We seem to set the 
same standard 
for both. 
Board 
members and teachers must keep in 
mind that children differ greatly, ; 
The slow child should be kept hope­ 
ful and should be given something 
in which he can succeed and should 
be praised for his success. 
The 
amount a child learns depends upon 
the way it feels." 
Dr George C 
Williams of the 
Ithaca conservatory, who spoke on 
"High School Dramatics" at the

He was not long getting 
back into politics, and he stuck it 
out. despite the fact that he suf­ 
fered a number of defeats. Out of 
office for nine years, Blease went 
out for the United States senate in 
1924. 
He was victorious. As expressed 
by himself in the congressional di­ 
rectory he won over "the highest 
number of votes ever given to any 
candidate in South 
Carolina for 
United States senator." 


I n usual Record 
In fact, this is not the only claim 
to distinction the picturesque South 
Carolinian lists in his biography in 
the congressional directory. There 
is also recorded that he is: 
The third governor of South Car­ 
olina since the civil war to be elect­ 
ed United States senator. 
The only governor or former gov­ 
ernor elected by the people of South 
Carolina for his first term In the 
United States senate. 
The only South Carolinian who 
has been mayor of his city, senator 
from his 
county, speaker

And the one citizen of the state 
elected to the moat offices by the 
people. 
He often is in the limelight. At 
the present he is interested in the 
local police situation in Washing­ 
ton. As a member of the senate

prompted the investigation now be­ 
ing conducted into this situation. 
He kicks constantly because the 
diplomatic corps is permitted to im­ 
port liquor for use in embassies and 
legations. Yet he is an avowed foe 
of prohibition In principle, says if 
he went to the polls as a private 
citizen he would vote wet, but be­ 
cause hts constituents are unfalter- 
ably dry in sentiment he votes dry 
in the senate.

Ile is adept in persuasion as well 
as denunciation . f foes and policies 
He once prevented a senate vote

the statement that he did not be­ 
long to the democratic party. “if by 
the party is meant the caucus in 
Washington that 
tries to dictate 
how I should vote." 
He admires Vice President Dawes 
and professes great admiration for 
Senior Borah, both Republicans 
Senator Blease is the champion 
‘Joiner*’ of the senate. He is unus­ 
ually active in fraternal circles. He 
has held and continues to hold high 
posts rn the Independent Order of 
Red Men. Odd Fellows, Moose. Elks 
Foresters. Woodmen of the World 
and Knights of Pythias. 
He takes pride in the fact that 
he is the only man in South Caro­ 
lina who has represented three of 
the state fraternal orders in na­ 
tional grand bodies.
